Six Rules to Observe to Prevent 

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 
Precautions of the simplest kind would eliminate most of the lose 
resulting from forest fires, es shown by rsports on ths causss of tho 
fires in the reserves last seassn. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following aix 
simple rules; 

1. Be sure your match is out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipe ashes or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 
arette stump where there is nothing to cstch fire. 

3. Don’t build a camp fire any larger than is absolutely necessary. 
Never leave it even for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don’t build a camp fire age inst a tree or a log. Build a email 
one where you can scrape away the needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible; if you can't put it 
out, get word to the nearest U. S. forest ranger or state fire warden 
just as quickly as you possibly can.

B REAK a cupful of macaroni In 
Inch pieces and cook in boiling, 
suited water. Drain and reheat 
in sauce made of butter, tlour, milk 
and a little cheese. As soou as the 
cheese is melted season wiili silt iinil 
paprika. Turn on to a serving dish. 
Sprinkle with ham and garnish with 
parsley. 

Mushroom Soup. 

Clean and eook a quarter pound or 
mushrooms. Add to soup slock. Cook 
twenty minutes and rub through a 
sieie. Cook half a cupful of sago llur 
ty minutes in boiling water. Add to 
stock and as soon as the boiling point 
has been reached season with salt and 
pepper. Add a cupful of heavy cream 
ami two egg yolks. 

Live Lobster en Brochette. 

Split u live lobster uud remove the 
meat. Cut in pieces and arrange oil 
skewers. Alternate pieces with smal 
pieces of bacon. Fry in deep fat and 
drain. Cook liver of lobster with a 
tablespoonful of butter for three min 
utes Season highly with mustard and 
cayenne Serve with lobster. 

Broiled Liver. 

Cover slices of liver cut half an Inch 
thick uud Id stand for five minutes. 
Drain, wipe and remove the thin out 
side skin and veins Sprinkle with salt 
and pepper Ultice In a greased wire 
broiler anti broil five minutes Turn 
often and put on a hot platter. Spread 
with butter and sprinkle with salt and 
pepper 

Braised Lettuce. 

1‘urboil lettuce, cool and drain well 
Tie together In twos and threes. Bruise 
with carrots, onions and herbs Cut 
lettuce in half and set portion on a 
dish In the shape of a crown, garnish 
lug with fried heart shaped croutons 
Rice Meringue. 

Boll enough rice In milk to fill halt 
a soutile dish. Flavor with vanilla or 
lemon, according to tnste. Fill the 
dish with any kind of stewed fruit 
apples or strawberries are best Beat 
three or four whites of eggs to a stilt 
froth with a little sugar Cover the 
fruit with a meringue mixture, arrang¬ 
ing the surface roughly Bake until 
the meringue is firm

Plowing Is the father of Industries, 
the Indispensable primary operation 
upon which civilization has depended , 
from the earliest ages, and the plow Is 
thus the most useful und necessary Im¬ 
plement which has ever been designed 
by mankind for Its own advancement. 
Without the plow agriculture Is Impos¬ 
sible, and without ugrlculture no In¬ 
dustry can exist. Yet In spite of all 
the progress which has been made In 
mechanical arts and In the sciences 
the plow of today remains the same In 
principle us the plow of dozens of cen¬ 
turies ago. The furrow Is still turned 
In the old way, and modern science 
has added nothing In principle to the 
plow except different menus of draw- j 
lug It across the field. 

Farmers In Germany, where during 
the past fifteen years the steam plow 
has been used to a great extent, have 
made Increasing use of the electrically 
operated plow, which Is now far be-

yoml the experimental stage and Is In 
many respects superior to that drawn 
by steam or gasoline tractors, saving 
tsitli time and money. 

The electric plow, plowing four fur¬ 
rows at a time, Is drawn rapidly hack 
und forth across the field by cables 
operated by the motors. An average 
equipment of tills kind will plow an 
acre In thirty minutes at a cost of 20 
cents for the power consumed. A 
plowman following the single furrow 
behind his horses will Is* eight or ten 
times as long finishing the same field, 
with day after day of physical exhaus 
tion for himself and his team. Yet up 
to the present time no electric plow has 
turned a furrow In the United States. 

In the far west gasoline driven 
plows, often turning twenty furrows 
at once, are In use, but they are capa¬ 
ble of lielug utilized only over Im¬ 
mense tracts of land, while the electric 
plow Is equally suited to large and 
small farms. 

Electric plowing has been carried on 
lu Germany for fifteen years, and greut 
strides have been made, particularly In 
the lust five years. Of the several sys¬ 
tems employed the one and two motor 
systems are most extensively used. In 
both these systems the plow Is pulled 
across the field by a cable wound on n 
drum. 

In the single motor system on one 
side of the field the motor Is mounted 
on n self propelled wagon, which au- 
mutlcally travels forward parallel with 
the motor wagon with each new fur 
row. The two motor system lias two 
motors, one on each of two self pro¬ 
pelled wagons, one of these replacing 
the anchor wagon. The one motor sys¬ 
tem Is lower In first cost, but the other 
can be more readily adapted to the 
cultivation of any form of field. 

Electric plowing has great advan¬ 
tages over that by gasoline or steam 
engines. With n steam plow, for In¬ 
stance, a great amount of coal and wa¬ 
ter must be taken to the field by teams 
and drivers which must Is* paid for. 
Electric plowing can be carried on In 
practically every kind of weather, even 
In the winter, when steam n|H*raU*d 
plows would freeze, and the electric 
plow can la* used In soft or loamy soil 
where horses cannot work and on hilly 
ground. 

As far as the cost of electric plowing 
Is concerned, experience shows that It 
can be done cheaper per acre than by 
horses or steam. The field of electric 
plowing of today Is found principally 
In Germany. It Is an established fact 
that American agricultural machinery 
In Its wide practical application Is In 
most rospi*cts far superior to that of 
any foreign make, and should the do¬ 
mestic manufacturers devote them¬ 
selves with the same skill to contriving 
apparatus for electric plowing It will 
lie only a short time until our farmers 
recognize the advantages of the sys¬ 
tem. Electric plowing Is not confined 
to farms of large acreage, but may l>o 
carried on to good advantage on farms 
of small size.
